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In the early childhood the social , physical and mental 
needs of the children hold paramount importance and if due attention 
is not paid to these aspects,- proper development of the children 
is likely to be hampered. In our multi subject curriculum, the 
importance of psychological aspect of the child was neglected 
which caused a great criticism from the public and the press. 

Keeping this fact in view the National Education Policy, 
1978 recommended that integrated curriculum for Primary Classes 

may be introduced in which all the important concepts of Science, 

■ 

Social Studies and Islamyiat may be intearated in the lanauaae. 

In order to implement the Policy recommendation, the 
Ministry of Education in collaboration with all the Provincial 
Bureaux, prepared integrated curriculum for classes 1st and 2nd 
alongwith Text Book for the students of class I, a guide book for 
the teachers and other curriculum material. 

Before implementing-this curriculum pn a mass scale in 
the country a pilot project was started from September, 1980 to 
March, 1981 in 200 experimental and controlled' Primary -Schools in 
the country through which a micro-study was carried out in these 
schools . 

I 

In NWFP 20 controlled and 20 experimental schools were 
selected for this purpose. The study was started in the 1st 
Primary class in the Province in September , 1980 which continued 
upto March, 1981. At the end of the project evaluation study was 
carried out and a test was given to all the stud.ents of both the 
groups. The evaluation report of the study has been finalized and 
I hope this may help in future planning and implementation of the 
integration programme. 

In the end I must appreciate the efforts of Mr, Mohammad 
Azam Khan, the incharge of the project in the N,W.F,P.who supervised 
all the activities of the micro-study finalized the project and 
prepared its report,

a course of study. If we look at the history of course contents, 
in Pakistan there was no such term in vouge before 1972. Prior 
to the Education Policy 1972-80 the word syllabus was commonly 
used for the courses of study. This policy gave a new dimension 
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classes I-XII and after this a process of curriculum development 
started on a permanent scientific footings. This process includes 
selection of subjects aims and goal of instructions for each 
subject and interpretation on of these arms -and objectives into 
contents, experiences and teaching aids etc. It' also takes 
care of its implementation and choosing appropriate methods of 
teaching these contents. Evaluation of the curriculum introduced 
is another important aspect in order to know whether the desired 

goals. 



It is very difficult to define curriculum in a definite 
and exact term because the educationists have differed in defining 
the word curriculum. However some of the features of the curri- 
culum are common among all of them. A.V. Herrick and R.W. Tyber 
give a more comprehensive definition of curriculum. According to 
them" All the learning which is planned and guided by the school, 
whether it is carried on in a group or individually, inside or 
outside school can be called a Curriculum". 



As mentioned earlier there existed no concept of 
curriculum prior to New Education Policy, 1972—80. 

The Provincial Education Department used to devise 
courses of studies of various subjects for various levels and 
the books were written by private concerns according to the 
laid down course ou-line and the selection of the Text Books 
were made by the Education Department on the basis of open compe 
tetion. Some times the Heads of the Institutions had a free 
choice in the select ion. -of Text Books. 



The first attempt to develop curriculum on the modern 
lines was made after the introduction of Education Policy 1972-80. 
Goals and aims of education were clearly defined and subject- 
wise curricula were developed according to these goals and aims. 
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The most outstanding feature of these curricula were that the 
concepts and contents were determined and clear-cut guide 
guide lines for the Text Books' Writers were given for develo- 
ping the Text Books. Similar guide lines were laid down for 
the Teachers Trainers, the Teachers and the Evaluators in out- 
lines of these curricula. 

PRIMARY LEVEL CURRICULUM . 

According to the new curriculum there are seven 
subjects at primary level namely; Maths, Urdu, Science, Social 
Studies, Islamiyat, Art and Physical Education which are being 
taught from Classes I-V. For the first and second classes 
there are three text Books in Maths, Urdu and a Piture Book 
based on the concepts of Science. The concepts of the remaining 
subjects for these two classes, are taught orally. Where as from 
Classes three to five, there are five Text Books, one each for 
Science, Maths, Urdu, Social Studies and Islamiyat. So far as 
the art and Physical Education are concerned there exist no Text 
Books for these two subjects. These subjects are taught through 
work books and planned Physical Exercises respectively. 

As already stated this curriculum was formulated in 
accordance with the new Education Policy 1972—80 which functioned 
upto the stipulated time. But there has been strong criticism 
from the public and the press from the very introduction of this 
curriculum, claiming that too many subjects with too many concepts 
are psychologically unsound fro this level, and that the heavy 
bulk of subjects has. adversely affected the talents of the students 
and instead of helping them in gaining knowledge- and developing 
the skills, it has increased the drop out rate at this level. 

INTEGRATED PRIMARY CURRICULUM FOR CLASSES I & II. 



The curriculum development is a continuous process. 
Keeping in view, the- needs and- -aspiration of the nation, it goes 
on changing from time to time. In view of this criticism it 
became more assential to change the Primary level curriculum and 
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minimise the number of subjects at this level. The Federal 
Ministry of Education, Govt: of Pakistan considered the prevailing 
situation and realising that the children of Primary Level, 
particularly of Classes I -I I need recreationary activities, 
playful and permissive atmosphere. But under the prevailing 
circumstances they have to carry a heavy load of books on their 
back and their minds are over burdened with too many concepts. 

Thus they are forced to memorise facts without understanding, 
compelling them to leave their education incomplete before 
reaching the 5th class. The result being high drop out rate at 
this stage. On the other hand parents have to bear heavy expenses 
on so many books at Primary level with no rationale behined it. 

Thus the ground for the development of integrated 
Primary Curriculum was set. In the first instance, it was 
proposed to minimise the number of subjects in Classes I & II 
by integrating the concepts of Islamiyat, Social Studies and 
Science in language retaining Arithmetic as independent 
subject. It was decided that the curriculum- for Class I & II 
should be prepared by the Ministry of Education (Curriculum 
Wing) in collaboration with the Provincial Bureaux of Curriculum 
Development. The task of preparation of similar integrated 
curriculum for class III to V was, however, put off till the 
results of the experiement with classes I & II. 



MICRO STUDY. 



There was a consensus of openion that before imple- 
menting the Integrated Curriculum on mass scale and teaching 
the Text Books in all the Primary Schools of the country, it 
would be appropriate to carry out a micro study in the selected 
schools of each Province. Through this study the impact of 
the integrated curriculum will be assessed and thus the use- 
fulness of the integrated Text Books, the effectiveness of 
the teachers training programme and the impact cf the Guide 
Books may be assessed and the utility of the A. V. Aids will also 
oe ascrtained. It will also be determined whether the integrated 
Curriculum and its relevant material carries any worth and 
above all to what extent the public criticism about the

6. Arrangement for Micro Study through experimental 

and controlled schools. 

7. Evaluation of the Project through achievement 

test given to the students.

PREPARATION OF CURRICULUM AND THE TEXT BOOKS. 



As -already stated the National Bureau of Curriculum 
and Text Books in collaboration with the Provincial Bureau 
of Curriculum prepared an integrated curriculum for Classes 
I-II in which the concepts of science, social studies and 
Islamiyat were merged and integrated into language. The 
task being unique, was lengthy and labour ious which took 
more than two years. The preliminary drafts were preapred 
at Provincial level out of which a final curriculum was 
developed at National Level. This process provided training 
to the experts of Provincial Bureaux in Curriculum Development. 

Then there came the stage of preparation of the 
Integrated Text Book for Cla-ss-I , a Guide book for Teachers 
and the teaching material for the students of this class. 

The Text Book and the Guide Book were prepared accordingly 
by the experts at National Level with the active participation 
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of Provinces. The printing of the Text Book and other textual 
material was assigned to the Sindh Text Board. The Text Book 
and other teaching material for Clas-s—II was to be prepared 
and implemented during the subsequent years. 



OBJECTVES OF THE STUDY . 

The objectives of this study are as under 

To asses the -effectiveness of the- Integrated 

Curricu lum. 

Make comarison between the integrated and the 

multi subject curriculum. 

Assess the achievement of the students in the 
integrated curriculum as a result of providing 
inputs in teachers' training. Text Books, Guide 
Books and A. V. Aids etc. 

Evaluate whether the objectives of the integrated 
curriculum are achieved.

See whether the public criticism made on the 
multi subject curriculum is valid.

An experimental strategy was involved at National 
Level for carrying out the micro study by selecting 200 school 
on the whole including FATA and FANA for the experimentation. 
This included 100 experimental and 100 controlled Schools. It 
was proposed that in the experimental schools some inputs 
like Integrated Text Book and A. V. Aids would be provided to 
the students free of cost. The teachers would receive training 
in transfering the concepts of integrated courriculum. In 
addition to this a comprehensive Guide Book would also be given 
to the teachers, whereas the controlled schools would be kept 
under observation with no extra input to be given to to these 
shcools. The book would be taught for a period of 6 months 
in the experimental schools and at the end of the session an 
achievement test would be given to the students of both kinds 
of schools and the results would be compared. On the basis of 
this study recommendation would be made for further improvement 
in the Text Books and other material of teaching and if the 
results are encouraging the scheme wculd be implemented on the mass scale 
through out country

Haripur. These workshop started from 23rd August, 1980 and continued 
upto 4th Septemberl980 . The duration of the workshop- differed 
from group to group according to their nature of duty. The nistrict 
Education Officers attended this workshop for only one day as they 
were required to know the importance of the- -study whereas the Sub 
Divisional Education Officers and Assistant Sub Divisional Education 
Officers remained in the Workshop for three days as they were 
intended to know a little bit more in detail of the programme as 
they had to visit the schools on regular intervals and Guide the 
Teachers in clarifying the integrated concepts on tthe spot. 

The Teachers and the Head Teachers wer,e , however, 
retained for 15 days as they were required to know the detailed 
information regarding the implementation strategy. The total number 
of the teachers and the supervisory staff who participated in the 

workshops was 75. 

The purpose of these workshops was to acquaint the 
participants with the scheme and give intensive trainina to the 
teachers so that they may become fully aware of the spirit of the 
integrated scheme, learn the contents as well as the concents of 
various subjects incorporated in the Text Book and learn methods 
of teaching these concepts. It was also intended to teach them the 
skills as to how to plan integrated lessons and how to prepare 
and use the A. V. Aids while teaching these lessons. 

The mode of the workshops consisted of lectures , group 
discussions planery sessions and the preparation of lesson plans 

and A. V. Aids etc. 
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The resource persons delivered lectures , presented Mode] Lessons 
in actual teaching-learning situation and guided the teachers in 
group discussions and planery sessions and also helped them in 
preparing A. V. Aids. The teachers also prepared Model Lessons and 
A. V. Aids on various concepts of the Text Book and tauaht these 
lessons in actual class room situation which were observed and 
criticised by their colleagues and the Resource Persons, During 
the workshops a lot of A. V. Aids and other instructional material 
were prepared and an exhibition was arranged in the schools and the 
material etc prepared by the participants were displayed in this 
exhibition which was seen with keen interest and appreciated by the 
Guests and the Chief Guest, the Director of Education (School s ) NWFP . 

IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PROJECT 

After the workshop was over the Te t Books, the 

Teachers Guide Books and other material , prepared at National Level 

in collaboration with the Province and printed by the Sindh ^ext 

Book Board were given to the Teachers for their use and for 

distribution among the students of the experimental schools free 

of cost. The teachers were instructed to implement the intearated 

project in class-I by starting the class with effect from 7th Sen: 

1980 and prepare the students for the final examination which was 

supposed to be held during March 198-1. 

During the experimental period the schools were visited 
many times by the supervisory staff as well as by the evaluators 
of the Bureau of Curriculum Development. The nuroose of these visits 
was to monitor the study and to provide on the spot guidance to 

the teachers. 

EXAMINATION: 

At the end of the session, question caper, which was 
set jointly by the Provincial experts at National level was 
received from the Federal Ministry with the instructions to aive 
final test to the students , tabulate the data, analyse the results 
and give report thereon with the final recommendations and 
suggestions. The question paper contained 60 items and covered 
all aspects of the curriculum including reading and writina skills 
and the integrated concepts. The mode of examination was oral, 
because the students of 1st Class could not take a written test. 
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The evaluators were, required to follow the instructions, given in 
ttre begin ing of the test and -ae^ .q^eetrions from, each student 
individually and mark the .item on the same question paper , The 
test consisted of questions on the vocabulary comprehension of 
facts in Urdu and the concepts of Islamiyat, Social Studies and 
Science. It also contained question on the recognition of letters, 
reading and writing skills based on -the Urdu primer and the 
integrated Text Book for class-I. 

There were 527 students in 20 experimental schools where 
as 504 students were in the 20 controlled schools who took the final 
test. (The specimen of the test is given in the annexure) „ 

A scheduled programme of visiting all the experimental 
as well as controlled schools was chalked out from March 1981 so 
that the test may be given to all the students at the same time. 

The evaluators were requested to visit the schools at the end or 
in the middle of March so that the test may be completed within 
the stipulated time. Special instructions were given to the members 
of the team so that they may conduct the examination smoothly. 

(The list of the team is given in the Annexture) . 

- FINANCES : - 

The Micro study was conducted with the financial 
assistance of the Federal Ministry of Education, Islamabad , An 
amount of Rs : 37500/-was granted as first instalment for ie Micro 

Study of the int egr a ted -text book -for Class-I during 1979-80. This

amount was utilized mainly on the workshops, implementation of the 
study project and finally carrying out the evaluation study. 

The workshops was organized for teachers, Head Teachers 
and the supervisory staff of the experimental schools. The detail 
of which is given below* 

Another grant of Rs : 20, 000/-was received in 1981 for the 
continuation of the study in class-II but the amount could not be 
utilized as the project was discontinued by the Ministry temporarily. 

Later -on as-amount of Rs:9000/— wasspent on a separate 
Micro study on the school based programme, .under the instructions of 
the Federal Ministry .

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CONC LUSIONS /FINDI NGS 

It is concluded from the results that;- 

The experimental group of students showed a remarkable 
improvement over the controlled group in Dronuncincr the 
given letters in the word context. 

2* In recognising letters in given words, the experimental 

group has also performed better as compared to the cortrol 
led group. 

3. In reading skill it is revealed that the students of the 

experimental group are average (4-7 . 7%) , whereas the 
performance of the controlled group is very Door , ( 1 3 . 5% } . 

4 * In the calligraphy a difference of 10% indicates that the 

experimental group has made slight improvement over the 
controlled group. 

5- There is very little difference- between both the group 

in comprehending., a. story -and retaining a poem learnt by 
both of them (3. 5%). 

6. In comprehending the concepts of Social Studies , Science 

and Islamiyat, It is revealed that the performance of the 
experimental group is also on the improvement side except 
in a question in the Social Studies. 

7. From the results it is revealed that the integrated 

curriculum can work very well if proper training is given 
to the teachers, the Head Teachers and the Supervisors 

and the programme is implemented and monitered on sound 
footings . 

8. It is also found that too many subjects have made the 

curriculum bulky and difficult for the children of this 
age group with the result that the drop-out rate has 
increased and the retention rate has decreased which has 
affected adversely the literacy rate in the country (No 
study has been made on this aspect) . 

9. It is also concluded that the integrated Text Book has 

given confidence to the teachers by simplifying their 
role and the nature of their work. 
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SUGGEST IONS. 

1 ' It is suggested that the integrated curriculum may be 

introduced in 1st and 2nd Class and al_L the concepts of Social 

Studies, Islamiyat and Science may be incorporated in the Text Book 
of language. 



The mathematics being a separate subject and holdina 

important place in the curriculum may ber retained as- a separate 

subject and should be taught from the 1st Class, alonawith the 
integrated Text Book. 

3: Well planned scheme of studies should be prepared and 

the time should faidy be distributed for the development of various 
skills of language and mathematics. 

4: The Prlmar y m ay also be kept separate from the Text Book 

for class 1st as usual and basic skill in teaching alphabets may 
be practiced fully.

1 In the Ist and 2nd Primary Classes more stress must 

be laid on the development of basic reading, writina and 

computation skills so that the rate of drop outs may be minimised 
and thus the rate of literacy may be maximised. 

8= The programme may be organized and implemented well 

m time and the instructional material such as Text Books , teachers 

guide books and A. V. Aids must be provided to the students and the 
teachers before the session starts. 



In the Ist Primary Class according to usual practice some 

very important basic skills of mathematics reading and writina are 

developed in one academic year which seems to be insufficient for the 

purpose, it is therefore, suggested if possible, the period of this 

class may be extended up to two years and-the 1st year class be 

redesignated as nursary class as it is practised in some of the 
privately managed schools.
